JOCKEY RUTTER’S FORTUNE. 

A new riding boy, Rutter by name, had a 
lucky streak yesterday and rode three Lakeside 
winners. He first scored on Buena Ventura in 
the three and a half furlong dash for two-year 
olds. The ring offered 5 to 1 against her. She 
had her usual turn of speed and won all the 
way. 

Master Rutter then rode Newsgatherer in the 
mile dash. He was backed down to 4 to 5. He 
won, but it was perhaps the luckiest win of 
the meeting. About fifty yards out Fonclif 
seemed to have the Bonnie Meade colt beaten, 
but he swerved, and Newsgatherer, running 
straight and true, won by a scant length. 

The next was a four and one-half furlong 
dash, and again Rutter piloted the winner. 
Again, too, he had good luck. On Espirage, 
after Hadrian and Mouzeltoff were almost 
thrown over the fence, he won with something 
to spare. The winner was second choice around 
2 to 1, and Hadrian the favorite at 6 to 5. 

The first race fell to Branch, a 5 to 1 chance. 

La Princessa captured the second after a 
driving finish with Quaver. 

Richard J looked a sure winner in the closing 
event. Yet 7 to 10 was laid against him. Bloss 
rode the Morello colt well, and after a little 
shaking up in the stretch, he won nicely. 

MISS MARION’S DEBUTANTE. 

Miss Marion, who won the Debutante Stakes 
at St. Louis yesterday, has been tried out as an 
extra good filly. She is by Himyar— Astolat, 
Asben’s dam, and ttas bought at a local Wood- 
ard & Shanklin sale by a member of Daily Rac- 
ing Form’s staff for Barney Schreiber for $250. 
She was named after the dear and only daughter 
of the editor of Daily Racing Form. Every 
member of the staff had a bet on the filly. She 
was named to win also by the paper. 

There was quite a “hunch” over the race. 
Thursday was the fourteenth birthday of Marion 
Brunell, for whom the filly was named. The 
assignment of the birthday date for the running 
of the Debutante Stakes was a mere coinci- 
dence. After the race Mr. Schreiber wired 
“that birthday ‘hunch’ was a beauty,” and that 
courteous gentleman Joseph A. Murphy tele- 
graphed, “Miss Marion won Debutante Stakes. 
Congratulate her ladyship for me.” 

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

A telegram from Louisville to the Enquirer of 
Wednesday says : “Flying Dutchman, the great- 
est of Wagner’s sons, and one of the best handi- 
cap horses out in recent years, has faced the 
starter for the last time. Last year the Dunne 
colt let down in his right foreleg, and it was 
thought then that his racing days were about at 
an end. Mr. Dunne, however, let up on the 
horse, in the hope that with a long rest he 
might stand up under training this season. He 
has been going along slowly with the big horse 
and had begun to think he would be able to get 
him up to racing form again, as the bad leg did 
not seem to trouble him much. Sunday morn- 
ing, however, the horse bowed in his good fore- 
leg, presumably the effect of having so long 
favored the other at its expense. Mr. Dunne 
stated today that he would make no further 
attempt to train the son of Wagner, who is now 
on the market for those in quest of a horse for 
the stud. The Chicagoan had another piece of 
tough luck yesterday. His Rey Salazar came 
out of that race so lame, that it will necessitate 
his retirement for some time.” 

Eastern turf followers are bewailing the 
scarcity of good 3-year-olds this year, but find 
some measure of consolation in the hope that 
they may see Hamburg and Plaudit measure 
strides before the summer passes. Of 3-year-old 
prospects the New York Sun says: 



The three-year-olds did not make a favorable 
impression, and the scarcity of good material 
was manifested on Saturday when the rich and 
historic Withers Stakes failed to attract more 
than six runners, two of which were from one 
stable. Horsemen are consoling themselves 
with the belief that the three-year-old ranks 
will increase in quantity and quality as the sea- 
son advances. Unfavorable weather has proved 
a serious handicap to trainers, and they found 
it exceptionally difficult to wind the three-year- 
old candidates up to a race in the poor going 
and murky atmosphere, which has been the rule 
rather than the exception for weeks. The ad- 
vent of the rival candidates for the champion- 
ship crown, Plaudit and Hamburg, may lead to 
a brighter state of affairs in this class, and their 
first meeting promises to be one of the turf 
sensations of the year. When John E. Madden 
sold Hamburg and kept the Himyar colt, it was 
thought he had made a serious mistake, but 
the shrewd Kentucky horseman has since shown 
that he had made no gap in his string which he 
was not prepared to fill. 

Plaudit’s recent double triumph over Lieber 
Karl in Kentucky has attracted widespread 
attention, and when he comes on to fill his east- 
ern engagements racegoers will be on the tiptoe 
of expectation. Plaudit’s defeat of Lieber Karl 
in the Kentucky Derby was attributed by some 
to the five-pound penalty carried by the Schorr 
colt ; but when the same order marked the finish 
of the Clark Stakes last Wednesday, with 
Plaudit carrying 127 pounds to Lieber Karl’s 
122 pounds, all doubts as to the ability of Mad- 
den’s colt were set at rest. As regards Hamburg, 
he is still working steadily at Brighton Beach 
under the watchful eyes ef Trainer Lakeland. 

It is understood that the racing firm of Charles 
Fleischmann’s Sons will not be seen on the turf 
after this season. This, it is said, has already 
been decided upon by Julius Fleischmann, who 
has had charge of the stable since the death of 
his father. So far this season the stable has 
been rather successful. Although only racing 
a short time it has won several races with Irish 
Reel and Mr. Baiter, and has finished inside the 
money in big stakes with George Keene. Not- 
withstanding the fact that it has Tod Sloan 
under contract and every prospect of having a 
successful season, the horses will be sold at 
auction and the Fleischmanns retire from the 
turf.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

A dispatch from New York, under date of 
May 18, says : “Charley Patterson today pur- 
chased five fairly good race horses. From John 
E. Madden he bought Great Bend, who is 
entered in the Suburban, and also Benares. 
From Phil Dwyer he purchased Passover and 
Rifle, and from the Oneck Stable he bought 
Deerslayer. These and all the other horses in 
his stable Mr. Patterson shipped to the Oakley 
track this afternoon. It is his intention to 
confine his racing entirely to the west this 
season. His brother-in-law, Hiram Pierce, ac- 
companies Mr. Patterson west.” 

Charles Boots will start east from San Fran- 
cisco next week with his horses. He will make 
Chicago his principal racing point, and besides 
some 2-year-olds will bring along The Roman, 
^ inctor, Installator, Hohenzollern, Borgia and 
Twinkler. 

Owners and trainers are cautioned against 
employing or harboring one Harry Rymal, white, 
16 years old, upon whom I have a three-years’ 
contract, he having run away from my stable 
without any cause. Edward Ross, Detroit 
Mich.
